BRIGHTENING PROSPECT». 


The people of this district have elways 
been confident of the superiority of the 
natural adyantages which it has to offer to 
agricultural settlers, and in the past have 
not been able to understand how it was that 
such superior advantages met with so little 
outside appreciation,—how it was that there 
was not a greater immigration; a more eager 
rush to secure them. They did not under- 
stand the isolation of the settlement as it 
was understood by others and did not appre- 
Ciate the force of the influences working 
against it, and at times they were almost 
disheartened and inclined to belleve that 
they had over valued the country. If they 
had cause to thus complain in the past of a 
lack of outside interest in their district they 
have none now that railroad communication 
has been assured—now that isolation is to 
Cease and the influences that hitherto were 
against us have begun to work for us. Ever 
since work began on the Calgary & Edmon- 
ton railway, with every mile added to the 
rade outside interest in this district has 
risen and every week the arrivals of land 
prospectots has increased.

A MYSTERY. 


From anitem going the rounds of the 
papers it appears that delegates from the 
various continental European colonies in 
Manitoba and the Northwest are being sent 
home this Winter at the joint expense of the 
Canadian government and the C. P. R. com- 
pany toinduce a further immixration of 
their fellow country men next season. At 
the last session of the Canadian parliament a 
special appropriation of $150,000 for immi- 
gration purposes was made and it is general- 
ly supposed that it is for this service that 
the money will be used. There is no doubt 
that the immigration system hitherto pursu- 
ed by the Canadian government has been 
practically useless ahd altogether unsatisfac- 
tory, and it was quite time that anew de- 
parture was made. Op Ite face the present 
scheme appears to be a good one, such as 
will likely meet with a fair amount of success. 
But when the list of countries that will be 
visited is gone over the question very natur- 
ally arises; Why are not the British islands 
included? It seems strange indeed that of 
all the countries of Europe, Great Britain 
should be almost the only one not included 
in this new effort to secure settlers for the 
Northwest. The omission is so unnatural 
and so far from what has been so universully 
expected that it might be set down asa 
printer’s mistake if it were not that there 
are good reasons for believing that it was 
from the first deliberately intended to ex- 
clude the British islands from the scheme. 
What reasons the government and the C. P. 
R. company may have for such an extra- 
ordinary course it is not the present purpose 
to enquire, but when the superior suitability 
of the people of the British islands as North- 
west settlers and the immense annual over- 
flow of population from those Islands that 
naturally occurs, leaving out of consideration 
special causes such as the present potatoe 
blight in Ireland and Scotland; and the in- 
jured harvest in England, are Considered it is 
safe to say that no sufficient reason exists for 
the course pursued: The class of men who 
would be reached there by the plan which is 
being pursued in regard to other countries is 
the class of men the country néeds—the 
practical farmer who is being crowded out 
by force of circumstances at home. The 
gentleman farmer, represented by the dele- 
gates now visiting the Northwest, need not 
befexpected vo come and the removal of the 
impoverished classes of old country people is 
for their benefit and that of the old country 
rather than for ours: We want the well-to- 
laboring man of England or the small farmer 
of Scotland and Ireland, the very men that 
the old country does not fant to spare, and 
we need not expect old country assistance in 
securing them. Why our government or the 
C. P. R. company should deliberately shut 
their eyes to the manitestly great advantage 
to result from even a small immigration of 
these classes of old country men—the classes 
who have made the Eastern provinces of 
Canada all that they are—is a mystery past 
finding out.

A letter from Rev. J. Gough Brick, Church 
of England missionary in Peace river, dated 
August 28th, 1890, was received this week. 
The letter says: I am very glad to be able 
to report good crops this season, Our barley 
and oats are already cut, and wheat will be 
ready for the harvester next week. The 
<pring was very late in opening. It was the 
ond of May before we could sow our first 
wheat. This was nearly a month later than 
the previous year. Some of our wheat 
owing to being harrowed in too deep, did 
not cnow until the first weck in June, 
We have had no frosts since the 3rd of June, 
but a very wet summer. The rainfall for 
June, July and August so far has amounted 
to 7.22 inches. It has been almost impossi- 
ble to carry on haying operations. The condi- 
tion of our Indians during the past winter 
and spring was simpiy horrible. Unless 
rabbits return or government comes in to 
their relief they will eat up the Hudson's 
BayCompany,the traders and the misstonaries. 
The only drawback with us this season was 
the scarcity of seed in the spring.

The Weekly Globe of September 19th con - 
tains a view of the new Globe building on the 
corner of Yonge and Melinda streets, Toronto, 
to which the establishment was recently 
removed from the historic building on King 
street. City improvement demanded the old 
site fora street, hence the removal. The 
building is 28 x 200 feet, five stories high and 
extends along Melinda street from Yonge to 
Jordan. It isin the very heart of the busi- 
ness of Toronto. Power and light are entire- 
ly furnished by electricity. The present 
office is much superior to the old one. It is to 
be hoped that the influence of the paper for 
good will be equal to its improved mechanical 
facilities.

He says: “If there are no 
worse difficulties to encounter in the way of 
climate than such frost as you have had this 
year or from an occasional wet harvest they 
are no more than the climatic difficulties 
which farmers in the old country have to 
contend against. The land is the best wheat 
jand in the world. The crops ate good; and 
frost and rains have done little beyond slight - 
ly reducing the grade.” 


Free Press: It is generally known that 
crab-apples of the Siberian variety are easily 
grown in Manitoba. There are several 
orchards at St. James and Headingly where 
they are cultivated; and there is an -excep- 
tionally generous yield of them this re. 
Crab-apples are also grown in several city 
gardens in the neighborhood of Point Doug- 
las. Some fine samples from Mr. Fonseca’s 
garden are on exhibition in the immigration 
office at the station. 

Canada consumes nearly twenty-seven 
million bushels of wheat and about two 
millions bushels are required for seed. Last 
vear we only produced 27,090,000 bushels; 80 
it was necessary to import into this agricul- 
tural country 1,500,000 bushels. This yeer 
the conditions are more favorable. It is 
estimated that we have grown 40,300,000 
bushels, and that as a consequence we shall 
have 10,325,000 bnshels to export.

Henry Burrorp, J. H. Kerr, Franz TH., 
Adam Barz and John Schutz of the German 
colony near Dunmore, Assiniboia, arrived on 
Saturday evening to see what inducements 
the Edmonton district has to offer to settlers, 
with a view to removal to itof the German col- 
ony of some 75 families which settled near 
Dunmore two years ago. Last year they had 
poor success in farming and this year dis- 
eottraged them so much that they resolved 
to seek a new location. On representations 
made to them bythe board of trade of this 

lace on information furnished by John 
Rennedy of Poplar lake these five men Averé 
sent out to report on the Edmonton district. 
Immediately after arrival they were driven 
by M. McCauley to the Poplar lake and 
Sturgeon. rivet settlementa and then 
to the Stony Plain. They are well satis- 
fied with the country and the crops 
and areconfident that the whole Dunmore 
colony will’ remove, to be followed by about 
80 families now resident in Winnipeg who 
are desirous of securing land. They believe 
that they will beable to settle about four 
townships, and will apply to have the vacant 
land in — 54 and 56 in ranges 23 and 
24 on the Horse Hill plain reserved for them 
until next spring, as the season is now so far 
advanted that they are unable to remove 
this fall. The government has given them 
the privilege: of changing their homesteads 
free of cost, and the C. P. R. u ill give them 
free transportation over their lines. Before 
sending the five delegates to Edmonton the 
colony had sent Mr. Burford to Grenfell and 
Wolseley in Eastern Assiniboia and he had 
reported favorably on that district, but now 
that he has seer Edmonton he will join in 
the recommendation in favor of removal to 
this district. The delegates left for Calgary 
on.
